18 Predicted To Die In Holiday Accidents In State 


The Alabama Department of 
Public Safety has estimated that 18 
people will lose their lives in traffic 
accidents during the Thanksgiving 
holiday period, according to Col. 
Byron Prescott, department director. 

The 102-hour holiday period 
begins at 6 p.m. Wednesday, 
November 21, and ends at mid- 
night, November 25. 


Prescott and Alabamians can 
give themselves one more reason to 
be thankful this holiday by taking 
special care when traveling the 
state's roadways. “‘This Thanks- 
giving will be a peak traffic period, 


and we are asking all motorists to 
help insure their safety and that of 
others by driving carefully and 
courteously and by observing all 
traffic laws,’" he said. 

Prescott said all available State 
Troopers will be on duty during the 
Thanksgiving holiday to remove 
dangerous drivers from the road and 
to serve as a reminder to all 


motorists to observe extreme 
caution. 
In addition, a federal grant 


program that the department began 
last month will allow approximately 
40 additional troopers to patrol 
highways statewide during the 


holiday. 

Prescott issued an appeal to all 
motorists to drive defensively and to 
watch out for other drivers. 
‘Travelers should observe the speed 
limit and all other traffic laws and, 
most importantly, never get behind 
the wheel after drinking alcohol,’’ he 
said. ‘‘In addition, we urge all 
drivers and passengers to use safety 
belts and child restraints: They do 
save lives.”’ 


Last year during Thanksgiving 11 
people were killed in traffic 
accidents, eight on rural roadways 
and three on urban. 


National Adoption Week Recognized 


“Children Grow Better in 
Families’’ and ‘‘Adoption: An 
Investment in Families’’ is the 
double theme for the 9th annual 
National Adoption Week, a time 
when the Coffee County Department 
of Pensions and Security takes time 
out to recognize Alabama's adoptive 
families. 

**National Adoption Week is once 
again being’ celebrated in 
conjunction with Thanksgiving Week 
and National Family Week,’ said 
Ron Smith, director of the Coffee 
County Department of Pensions and 
Sectrity. 

**As we pause during this holiday 
to give thanks for the love and 
support of our families, let us not 
forget that there are children in 
Alabama in need of adoptive 
families.’ said Smith. 

Last year, statewide, the Depart- 
ment of Pensions and Security 


placed 328 children with adoptive 
families. Of the 328 children placed, 
221 were over the age of two. 

There are very few infants or very 
young children available for 
adoption. The greatest need is for 
adoptive homes for children in family 
groups of three or more, mentally 
handicapped children, and black and 
white school-age children. 

Emphasis is being given to 
finding adoptive families for children 
with special needs. The Department 
will sponsor special recruitment in 
five designated counties for homes 
for special needs children during the 
next year. The majority of these 
children are black, of school age or 
mentally handicapped. Adoption is 
the best alternative for assuming the 
healthy development of such 
children, 

In the last year, statewide, the 
Department of Pensions and Security 


placed more than a hundred of these 
special needs children with adoptive 
families. 

“Even though we have seen 
many changes in our society in 
recent years, the family unit 
continues to be one of the most 
important entities in our lives,"’ said 
the Director. ‘‘If you are interested 
in finding out how to make a child 
part of your family through adoption 
contact the Coffee County Depart- 
ment of Pensions and Security,’’ he 
said.

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Water & Electric Board States 
Industry Must Pay Bill In Full 


The Elba Water and Electric 
Board met in regular session on 
Tuesday night, November 13 at City 
Hall and discussed a variety of 
important matters during a one-hour 
meeting. 

Present at the monthly meeting 
was Board Chairman Oscar 
Vaughan, secretary D.M. English, 
and members Cleo Hawkins, Gladys 
Yelverton and Jack Prescott. Absent 
was Mickey Murdock. 

After the routine adoption of the 
minutes, chairman Vaughan stated, 
“Il was well pleased with the 
coaperation at the organizational 


meeting and hope the cooperation 
will continue throughout the year.” 

Mr. Charles Lowman, represent- 
ing the Alabama Electric Coop, 
addressed the board and requested it 
extend the contract with AEC thru 
the year 2025. 

Lowman stated the AEC is 
required to have long-term contracts 
with its users by REA as security for 
loans. The extension, from 2005 until 
2025. would allow AEC to acquire 
further loans to permit construction 
and upgrading of systems in the 
southeast.

HRDC Accepting Applications 


For Heat Energy Assistance 


Human Resource Development 
Corporation - HRDC - will begin 
accepting applications November 27 
for Low Income Heat Energy Assist- 
ance Program (LIHEAP). To be 
eligible, a household must make 
application and furnish proof of 
household income of all household 
members. The head of the house- 
hold (or spouse) is the person who 
should make application, according 
to Peggi James, HRDC executive 
director. 

<The Social Security card of the 
applicant, proof of monthly house- 
hold income and a recent heating bill 
should be provided at the time 
application is made. Persons who 
reside in a public housing project, 
Section 8 housing, or any other type 
housing in which the Federal or 
state government pays all or a 
portion of the household's heating 
cost, either directly to the household 
or as a second party payment, are 
not eligible for assistance under this 
program. 


Applications will be taken on 
November 27 at all HRDC Centers 
except in Dothan, where they will be 
taken on that date at the Farm 
Center. Beginning November 29, 
LIHEAP applications will be taken 
only on Tuesdays and Thursdays at 
the HRDC Centers. According to 
Mrs. James, payments on behalf of 
an eligible household will range from 
$40 to $150, depending on family 
size and income. Payments will be 
made directly to the fuel company 
which supplies the fuel. No pay- 
ments will be made directly to a 
household. 

Combined gross income, for the 
month prior to the month of applica- 
tion, cannot exceed $518 for one 
person, $700 for two persons, $881 
for three persons, and $1,062 for four 
or more. 

If you believe you qualify for the 
program, you may apply on the 
designated days at the nearest 
HRDC Center in Barbour, Coffee, 
Geneva, Henry or Houston County.

present rate for the remainder of the 
year.’ said Lowman. “‘and also 
continue temporary discounts if 
possible. At the present, AEC 
doesn't forecast a raise in rates 
during the later 1980's."’ 

The board seemed in favor of 
granting the extension, but stated it 
would discuss the matter further and 
make a decision at its December 
meeting. 

A report that Kleinert’s had 
deducted $6.000 from its electric bill 
to cover power outages got the 
attention of all board members and 
all agreed the company should pay 
the bill in full. 

Kleinert's paid its bill, but 
deducted $6,000, claiming it was out 
of electricity for a number of hours 
on July 16 and August 17. The 
deduction was made to cover losses 
incurred due to the outage. 

Cleo Hawkins stated, ‘‘Is it right 
for one and not for all? If we give 
permission to Kleinert’s to deduct 
when the power is off we should also 
give it to other industries, as well as 
residents.” 

All board members agreed that 
Kieinert's should pay its bill in full 
and stated the City couldn't 
guarantee that electricity would be 
on 24 hours a day, 365 days a year. 

“We expect the lights to be on,” 
said Hawkins, “but there’s no 
guarantee. I believe the outages 
were caused by lightning and by a 
private firm doing work. In both 
cases we had nothing to do with the 
outages.” 

The board instructed Hawkins to 
meet with the City Attorney to word 
a letter explaining the causes of the 
outages and the board's decisions. 

The board was informed by Mr. 
Vaughan that over 500 water 
customers didn’t have meters, or 
had meters that didn’t work, and as a 
result, the customers were being 
billed the minimum rate. The 
customers being billed the minimum 
rate included businesses and a 
washateria. 

The board agreed it was losing 
money because of the inoperative 
meters and stated the meters should 
be replaced. 

Bids on new meters were opened 
at the meeting, and the bids were 
received from Alabama Water 
Works ($33 each), Wallace Pump 
and Supply ($26.80 each) and 
Neptune Water Meter Co. ($27 each 
with a $4 rebate on each old meter). 

The board discussed the bids; 
however, Hawkins expressed 
displeasure with the entire discuss- 
ion and stated, ‘‘When a work order 
is turned in a meter is checked. Why 
all of the sudden, are there 500 
meters that need replacing?” 

Hawkins objected to accepting a 
bid, prompting the board to table the 
matter until its next meeting. 

A review of the financial status 
showed the board to be in ‘‘good 
shape.’’ A net gain of $21,000 was 
reported in October, despite over 
$2,400 owed in old bills. 

The rural water system was also 
showing a loss; however, the board 
stated it would take action on all 
customers not paying for the service. 

In other action at the meeting the 
board: 

***approved bills for payment; 
***and, discussed changing the 
billing system of the Water and 
Electric Department to twice a 
month.

ATTITUDE OF GRATITUDE 


“Whereas it is the duty of all 
nations to acknowledge the provi- 
dence of Almighty God. to obey His 
will, to be grateful for His benefits. 
and humbly «= emplore his pro- 
tection, and tavors . . . Now, 
therefore, 1 do recommend and 
assign Thursday, the 24th day of 
November next, to be devoted by the 
people of these States to the service 
of that great and g!orious Being, who 
is the beneficent author of all the 
good that was, that is or that will be; 
that we may then all unite in 
rendering unto Him our sincere and 
humble thanks for His kind care and 
protection of the people of this 
country, and for the great and 
various favors which He has been 
pleased to confer upon us."" (George 
Washington 1789). 

Thanksgiving Day is as much 
American as baseball, hot dogs, 
apple pie and the flag. While just 
one day out of 365 is certainly not 
enough to give adequate thanks, this 
national holiday is losing some of its 
significance. For some it is a day of 
hunting. For others it means good 
food and family fellowship, and for 
still others it means a football game. 

As noble as were George 
Washington's intentions to set aside 
a national day of Thanksgiving, 
gratitude cannot be legislated. 
Gratitude is an attitude. 

The attitude of gratitude is 
BIBLICAL. It is talked about in 
many places and illustrated in Luke 
17:11-19. Luke says that as Jesus 
was on His way to Jerusalem that He 
passed through Samaria and Galilee. 
As He entered one of the villages of 
that area he was met by ten lepers 
who stood afar off and called out to 
Him in desperation and despair, 
‘Jesus, Master, have mercy on us.”’ 
What a pitiful sight it must have 
been. 

Leprosy was a terrible disease 
during Biblical times. There was no 
cure and lepers were forced to move 
about in groups or colonies. Cut off 
from their families and friends, these 
ten lepers (as were all lepers of 
Jesus’ day) were ostracized from 
society and forced to live a lonely life 
of separation and despair. Many 
times leprosy is used in the Bible as 
a metaphor for sin. 

The Bible says, ‘‘And when he 
saw them, he said unto them, Go 
shew yourselves unto the priests’’, 
(Luke 17:14). That's all He said. I'm 
sure that was a disappointment to 
those poor men. They had heard 
that He healed immediately other 
people of all kinds of diseases. He 
had healed many lepers by a word or 
touch. Here He told them to just go 
to the priest. The Lord doesn't heal 
everyone the same way. 

They might have hesitated and 
asked why. But they did not 
hesitate. They knew what His words 

Implied -- they would be healed. And 
so they turned to go as he had 
commanded. They were acting in 
obedience to the Word of the Lord, 
and cleansing came. Luke says, 
‘*And it came to pass that, as they 
went, they were cleansed."’ It is just 
as true today when we act upon and 
obey the Word of the Lord. He 
delivers us. 

But there is something more 
important than that. We find that 
one of the lepers, who was a 
Samaritan, when he saw that he was 
healed, turned back and ran to the 
feet of Jesus. He came back to the 
one who healed him, ‘‘and with a 
loud voice glorified God, and fell 
down on his face at His feet, giving 
Him thanks ... °’ He realized that 
God was there in the person of Jesus 
and that Jesus was worthy of his 
praise, adoration and gratitude, His 
heart was filled with praise and 
thanksgiving for the blessings he 
had received. He had the attitude of 
gratitude. He had a thanksgiving 
service right then and there. 

The attitude of gratitude is 
Biblical. Psalm 105:1 says, ‘‘O give 
thanks unto the Lord. . .’’ Psalm 
106:1 says, ‘‘Praise ye the Lord, O 
give thanks unto the Lord; for he is 
good...’ Gratitude is Biblical. 

The attitude of gratitude is 
NEEDED. Again we turn to the 
events following this miracle. Jesus 
gladly accepted the worship, adora- 
tion and gratitude of the leper, but 
he asked a question which indicated 
disappointment or a grieved spirit. 
He asked, ‘Were there not ten 
cleansed? But where are the nine? 
There are not that returned to give 
glory to God, save this stranger.”’ 
Jesus had told them to go to the 
priests, but this man felt there was 
something that must come first; he 
must go back to the One who had 
healed him and tell him how grateful 
he was for his cleansing. If there had 
been the same gratitude in the 
hearts of the others they too would 
have fallen down at the feet of Jesus 
then gone on to the Temple. They 
did the thing Christ had bidden 
them, but this despised Samaritan 
had recognized there was a higher 
responsibility, and he returned to 
worship and praise the Lord in 
thanksgiving. 

Is there not a lesson here for all of 
us? There is so little real worship on 
the part of Christian people today, 
There are so little expressions of 
gratitude. Jesus asks us, ‘But 
where are the nine?’’ An attitude of 
gratitude is needed. 

William Barclay has written that 
there is no other story in all of the 
gospels which so poignantly shows 
man’s ingratitude. So often, once we 
get what we want, we never come 
back. So often children are ungrate- 
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ful to their parents. As Ning Lear 
said. ‘How sharper than a serpent’s 
tooth it is to have a thankless child!” 

So often we are ungrateful to our 
fellowman. There are few of us who 
have not at some time owed a very 
great deal to someone else. There 
are few of us who in the end satisfied 
the debt of gratitude we owe. It so 
often happens that a friend, a 
teacher, a doctor does something for 
us which is impossible to repay. The 
tragedy of life is that we do not even 
try to repay it. As someone has 
written: 

Blow, blow, thou winter wind, 

Thou art not so unkind 

As man’s ingratitude. 

When G.K. Chesterton wrote his 
autobiography, he set himself to the 
task of defining in a single sentence 
the most important lesson he had 
learned. He concluded that the 
critical thing was whether one took 
things for granted or took them with 
gratitude. Cicero wrote, ‘Gratitude 
is not only the greatest of virtues but 
also the parent of all the others.”’ 

Ten leprous men probably had 
different reasons for desiring to be 
healed. And nine aeeerdad fat 
different reasons for the attitude of 
ingratitude. ‘‘Were there not ten 
cleansed? But where are the nine?” 
The attitude of gratitude is needed 
desperately in our relationships to 
each other and to God. 

Finally an attitude of gratitude is 
BENEFICENT. Its results are good. 
The Bible says that Jesus said to the 
lone leper who returned in gratitude, 
‘Arise, go thy way: thy faith hath 
made thee whole.”’ He gave to this 
grateful leper the assurance that 
perhaps the others did not receive. It 
is one thing to be cleansed, to have 
forgiveness, to have salvation; it is 
another thing to have the full 
assurance based on the Word of 
God. I take it that the Lord was 
telling this man that he was not only 
healed of his disease, but also that 
he was spirituallly cleansed because 
of his faith. He received spiritual 
blessings which he would not have 
received had he not returned in an 
attitude of gratitude. 

How is a grateful attitude bene- 
ficent? For one thing it brings us 
into the divine presence. It is an 
important element in worship. The 
Psalmist said, ‘‘Make a joyful noise . 

** (Psalm 100). 

Thanksgiving or an attitude of 
gratitude corrects our anxieties. We 
constantly confront anxious days. 
We need to remember Paul's 
admonition: ‘‘Rejoice in the Lord 
alway: and again I say, Rejoice . . In 
everything by prayer and supplica- 
tion with thanksgiving let your 
requests be made known unto God. 
And the peace of God, which passeth 
all understanding, shall keep your 
hearts and minds through Christ 
Jesus’’. (Phil. 4:4,6-7). 

Thanksgiving - or an attitude of 
gratitude - keeps us from cynicism. If 
thanksgiving is a clue to life's 
meaning, and if thanksgiving brings 
us into the presence of Jesus, then it 
must be relevant to pain, frustration 
and loss - those things which 
produce so much of our cynicism. It 
was once said, ‘‘The true saint is not 
he who prays most, or fasts most, 
who gives most or is most eminent 
for temperance and justice; but is he 
who is always thankful to God, who 
wills everything that God wills, who 
receives everything as an instance of 
God's goodness, and has a_ heart 
always ready to praise God for it.”’ 

The Bible says simply in 
Colossians 3:15, ‘‘And be ye 
thankful."’ There is an attitude of 
gratitude that keeps us in ‘the 
presence of God, that corrects our 
anxieties, that keeps us from 
cynicism. Let us not be like the nine 
lepers, but like the one who came 
back with an attitude of gratitude. 

We have much to be thankful for 
this Thanksgiving season - and every 
day. Let us make these next few 
days not just a holiday time, but a 
time to cultivate an attitude of 
gratitude to each other and to God.

When you receive a call from 
your local military recruiter asking 
you to enlist, don’t be surprised. 
ASVAB results are in, and several 
men in uniform have been seen 
walking the halls of NBHS. 

The ASVAB test is the Armed 
Services Vocational Aptitude 
Battery. It is not put on a student’s 
permanent record, and is mostly 
used to assist students in selecting a 
career for which thev are suited. The 
test consists of ten short tests which 
cover the areas of general science, 
arithmetic, reasoning, coding speed, 
mechanical comprehension, 
electronic information and several 
others. 

Scores are computed two ways: 
first, your score is compared per- 
centage-wise to students in the same 
grade and sex; then your scores are 
compared to scores of all young 
people in the U.S. from age 18-23. 

In helping the student make a 
career decision, the test also gives 
occupational scores. The four areas 
are mechanics and crafts, business, 
electronics and health.

The Elba Tigers saw their dreams

Hurt dropped back to pass and hit 
Russell Baker in full stride near 
midfield. Baker outran the Elba 
defense to the endzone and after 
Varns added the 2-point conversion 
it was Pike County 14 Elba 0 with 
6:24 left in the first quarter. 

Pike County recovered an Elba 
fumble on its 44-yardline late in the 
opening quarter and again wasted no 
time adding to its lead. The third 
Bulldog score of the quarter came on 
second down when Harry Varns took 
a handoff from Hurt, broke for the 
sidelines and outraced the Elba 
secondary 56-yards for another 
Bulldog touchdown. Hurt kicked the 
extra-point and with 3:12 left in the 
first quarter it was Pike County out 
in front with a stunning 21-0 lead. 

Elba put the ball in play on its 
30-yardline following the ensuing 
kick and drove 70-yards in 7 plays to 
get on the board.

The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
November 26, at the courthouse in 
Enterprise and opened bids on 
various materials for the county's 
highway department, but rejected all 
bids on paving four roads after 
stating all future roads to be paved 
would be a minimum of 18 feet wide 
and not 14 feet as called for in the 
specifications. 

Commissioner Eugene Bradley 
made the motion after reiinding the 
commission of an earlier decision 
concerning the width of all roads to 
be paved, and the motion passed 
without opposition, after Bradley 
agreed to open new bids at the first 
meeting in December. 

Commissioner Billy Eagerton had 
tried to have the original motion 
withdrawn when he stated he didn't 
make the motion logged in the 
minutes of the previous meeting. 
Eagerton’s attempt to have the 
minutes amended failed when he 
and Bradley voted for the motion, 
while Martin, Boutwell and Bowden 
voted against the motion. 

The meeting began at 9:00 in the 
morning with the first order of 
business being the opening of bids. 
The low bid from Wiregrass Con- 
struction was accepted on surface, 
prime and tac material to be picked 
up at the plant, with other bidders 
including Hooper Inc., S&C 
Materials and Couch, Inc. 

The low bid on identical materials 
to be delivered at the job site was

offered by Wiregrass also and was 
accepted. The only other bid was 
received from S&C Materials. Low 
bidder on hot bituminous pavement 
to be picked up at the plant was S&C 
Materials and was accepted by the 
commission. Other bidders were 
Wiregrass and Couch. 

Wiregrass Construction was low 
bidder on bituminous pavement to 
be delivered at the job site and was 
accepted over bids by S&C and 
Couch. Choctaw was the only bidder 
on pipe and received the contract 
after review by the county engineer. 

Bids on crushed limestone and 
rip-rap were highly competitive, with 
Southern Stone being low bidder. 
Other bidders were Vulcan Materials 
and Southeast Materials. 

Dowling Truck and_ Tractor 
Enterprise Auto Parts, City Auto 
Parts and Taylor Parts all bid on 
various filters to be used by the 
highway department, but the 
awarding of the contract was delayed 
until the engineer could examine the 
bids in detail. 

Bids also were opened on two 
new cars for the sheriff's department 
with Ed Sherling Ford being low 
bidder and getting the order after an 
unusual vote. Ed Sherling Ford 
underbid Dixie Ford and City Auto 
Sales, and got the order by a vote of 
2-1, with two abstaining. Eagerton 
and Bradley voted for the low bid, 
while Bowden voted no and Martin 
and Boutwell abstained from voting.

Orders Elba Man To Close Waste Dump 


rhe Alabama Department of 
Envirormental 
(ADEM) has ordered the owner of a 
waste disposal site near Elba to stop 
receiving all waste and to close the 
site immediately for violations of 
state environmental regulations. 

L.M. Burch has operated the 
disposal site for non-hazardous 
waste on, Alabama Highway 89, 
approximately six miles north of 
Elba, since 1979. Regular site 
inspections by ADEM personnel 
have revealed violations of state 
standards - primarily those requiring 
adequate compaction and coverage 
of waste - on at least eight occasions 
between 1979 and December 1983. 
ADEM Solid Waste Management 
Regulations require that waste be 
compacted daily and covered with a 
minimum of six inches of soil. 

Burch was previously notified of 
the violations and given an oppor- 
tunity to correct the deficiencies. 
After failing to do so, he was notified 
to close the site by March 1, 1984. 
Waste is no longer being received,

but final closure has not been 
accomplished. 

State regulations require that 
certain measures be taken upon the 
closing of all landfills, specifically: 
obtaining and applying sufficient soil 
to provide a minimum two feet of 
compacted cover for all disposal 
areas; prpper draining and filling of 
all low areas and proper grading and 
contouring of the finished disposal 
area so as to eliminate the problem 
of standing water; planting vegeta- 
tion on all completed disposal areas 
in an effort to minimize erosion; and 
posting and securing the site to 
prohibit any unauthorized dumping. 

An administrative order is an 
enforement mechanism used by 
ADEM to establish a method and a 
schedule for achieving compliance 
when violations of environmental 
permit conditions or regulations 
occur. Failure to comply with an 
order can result in the commence- 
ment of legal action for the recovery 
of civil penalties, criminal fines, or 
other appropriate relief.

or EMT -- experts at responding to life - and - death situations. 

Siren wailing, they speed to the scene of the accident and find a woman 
trapped in her car which has skidded off the rain-slick highway and smacked 
into a tree. Using a special mechanical device known as the ‘‘jaws of life,"’ 
they pry open the door of the car, get the victim out, administer first-aid on 
‘the spot, then rush her to Elba General Hospital. Her injuries are severe, so 
they transport her on to Flowers General Hospital in Dothan where she 


undergoes emergency surgery. 


By early morning, the Rescue Squad members are back in Elba, heading 
for their regular jobs -- bone-tired, but knowing they have performed another 


life-saving mission. 


It's a hypothetical situation, but a typical night's work for the men 
and women who are Rescue Squad volunteers. They are a special breed of 
folk who perform a crucial service in such an efficient way, we often take 


them for granted. 


Their training is unique. Of the 24 members of the squad, about a third 
are qualified as Emergency Medical Technicians. They have gone to night 
school for a least three months to learn all the technical aspects of dealing 
with emergency situations. Some go beyond that to acquire training in 
advanced emergency techniques. Their training continues throughout the 
year in special seminars and classes. Other members of the Squad perform 


the critical jobs of driving ambulance 


emergency work, 


s and assisting with rescues and other 
Squad members are qualified to do every job from 


transporting a sick person to a nursing home to delivering a baby. 

They work with modern, sophisticated equipment. A $35,000 ambulance 
is equipped with oxygen tanks, suction gear, splints, collars for neck and 
spinal injuries, and the valuable ‘‘jaws of life’? as well as a wide array of 
first-aid’ supplies. And on each mission, they take an ample supply of 


understanding and tender-loving-care.
